Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Brodbine and Mr. Turner telephoned Examiner Spahn to discuss 
the new matter issues and to propose ways as to how they felt the new matter issues could be resolved without the 
filing of a continuation-in-part (CIP) application which they stated their client did not want to do. The examiner 
explained her position that the new matter issues could not be overcome, except by the filing of a continuation-in-part 
(CIP) application. Mr. Brodbine argued that the subject matter that was involved with the new matter issues was all old 
and well known in the art. The examiner expressed her opinion that the original disclosure was not enough for one of 
ordinary skill in the art to make, use, and/or sell the invention and that Applicants could not now put into the record 
drawings and written disclosure as to the particulars of the gazebo frame joints, which joints were being broadly recited 
in independent claim 1 regardless of whether those joints were old and well known in the art. Mr. Brodbine will 
consider petitioning the new matter issue.
